The  constantly  improving  taste  in  muaic- 
al  matter*  isnowbtee  up>ri  noticeublu  than 
in  our  chit  robes.  The  Roman  Catholic 
"nd  Episcopal  Churches  have  si  ways  paid 
more  atvnrion  to  their  musical  services, 
llran  bare  those  of  other  denominations 
It  is  estimated  that  out  ot  the  three  him 
drerlbfnd  thirty  or  foity  ctiqftbcs  i«  this 
city,  nearly  two-thirds  employ  palJ  umai- 
cian*.  Placing  tbe  average  amount  ot 
OKJOey  eifieuded  lor  this  purpose  by  uadi 
eburdi  at  a  low  figure.  It  reaches  at  least, 
three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  a 
year. 

The  avenge  price  for  singers  is,  for  so¬ 
pranos,  sight  hundred  dollars,  tenors,  six 
bund  rad,  ooii'ntlioa,  six  hundred,  ftnd  baa- 
aoa,  five  baud  red.  In  exceptional  cases, 
however,  one  thousand  dollars  have  been 
paid  to  a  soprano  or  tenor. 

In  our  examination  into  thin  subject  of 
church  muaic,  we  diasovered  that  there  ar* 
regular  agents  or  choir  brokers  in  this 
city.  The  business  of  tl)e*e  meu  is  to 
keep  a  fist  of  the  names  and  addresses  of 
allsuigersand  organists, and  site n  a  church 
wants  a  singor  or  a  singer  wants  a  church, 
they  consult  an  agency  and  their  mutual 
want*  are  sunplierf  Mr.  Wardtll,  of  1 1  fit 
Broadway,  hi*  been  the  longest  in  the 
neatness  of  sBy  man  In  New  York.  He 
Iras  tke  name  and  history  df  every  church 
ringer  in  or  ou*  of  the  city,  and  is  known 
tar  aud  wide  aa  an  authority  on  all  such 
matters. 

Of  the  present  choirs,  that  of  St. 
Thomas’,  Epiacopal.  is  among  the  moat  at 
tractive.  George  Wm.  Watren  ia  orgaaist 
•  here,  besides  whom  there  ia  a  harper,  Mr. 
Toulmen,  who  takes  a  regular  part  in  the 
•errice-.  The  quartette  ia  composed  of 
Mrs.  Gallagher.  Min  Finch.  Mr.  Nitstai  and 
Mr.  Morawski,  together  with  a  volunteer 
chorua  of  fifty  Voices,  which  is  strictly 
drilled  by  Mr.  Warren.  The  musk,  song 
at  thin  church  is  ot  tbe  florid  order,  being 
selections  from  every  source,  opera,  ballad, 
*nd  Mr  Warren’s  own  compositions.  The 
effect  is  rortniffty  attractive,  and  the  choir 
is  tlw  best  of  its  kind  in  tb*Mty.  -Yonng 
H*.  Tyn*’*  church.  Holy  Trinity,  pays 
considerable  attention  to  its  music.  11  me 
Salvotti,  an  unusually  flue  church  singer, 
to  Iks  soprano  there,  and  Mr.  8  P.  Warren, 
organ wt-  Grace  church.  Dr.  Potter’s,  has 
good  musk  ;  George  Simpson,  tenor,  is 
thrir  most  distinguished  singer,  and  has 
l>rcn  there  for  years.
